BY BARNEY OLDFIELD. 


In a sort of a way every own- 
er of a motor vehicle is on his 
honor at the present time not 
to waste any of the products 


that make it possible to operate: 


self-propelled vehicles. Added 
to the enormous quantity of 
gasoline needed for the ordinary 
use of metor vehicles in this 
country, Shere is the need for 
gasoline, oil, rubber, ete, to 
keep the vast fleets of military 
motor vehicles running in this 
country and In Europe, We have 
all of us got to contribute our 


share toward supplying the 


350,000,000 gallons of gasoline 


and other products in proper- 
tion, that will be needed by the 
military forces in France. 
Therefore, gasoline saving is tu® 
day not only a wise personal 
precaution, but a patriotic duty 
for each one of us to perform. 
I am going to try and tell my 
readers how each of them can 
save some gas toward the great 
total by reasonable personal 
care. 
MOUNTS UP. 


Now in the first place, all of 
ws must get it throveh our 
heads that while the wasting of 
a §alion of gasoline a’ week by 
each of us may seem a small 
matter, it amounts in the aggre- 
gate to 5,000,000 galions of fuel, 
that could just as well be doing 
useful work. Forget the per- 
sonal item and remember that it 
is the total that counts and that 
all you have to do is just to save 
your own little share. 

There is no doubt that the 
sreatest waste of gasoline today 
occurs right at the carburetor. 
To begin with the average car 
owner runs on far too rich a 
mixture. The modern engine 
will run on any mixture between 
eights parts of air to one of 
gasoline and fourteen parts of 
air to one of gasoline.* The 
motor will run best, however. on 
a leaner mixture. If, however, 
the car owner insists on driv- 
Ing with a mixture containing 
only eight parts of air to one 
of gasoline, it is. obvious that 
he ig using nearly foe as much 
of the fuel as there is any need 
for and is, moreover, getting 
poorer results than if he were 
being as economical as possible. 
Modern carburetors have a wide 
range adjustment and tt is a 
very simple matter to set the in- 
strument with maximumjair 
take and reduce the line 
content of the mixture untll.the 
engine begins to kick, when the 
fuel. may be increased just 
enough to obtain smooth and 
satisfactory running. 


CLEAN IT UP. 


After the carburetor has been 
properly adjusted, it is a good 
plan to go over the whole fuel 
system and see that it is in good 
working order. Dirt must be 
cleaned out of the pipes, for- 
eign matter should be removed 
from the strainers and the tank 
should be cleaned out if neces- 
sary. Likewise, there should be 
rigorous search for leaks in the 
pipes of the system. You will 
be surprised how a smal! leak 
will run up the consumption of 
gasoline. This is especially 
true in summer, when the heat 
thins the gasoline. 

Now while waste and losses 
in the actual! system are perhaps 
the most important tteme in the 
useless burning up of moter 
fuel, still power losses of any 
kind anywhere in the mechan- 
ism contribute to the same. end. 
Power that is wasted, repre- 
sents fuel burned to no pur- 
pose, and ff that isn’t wasting 
gasoline, I don’t know what is. 
For instance, a muffier clogged 
with soot, cuts down the power 
of the engine. Carbon deposits 
in the cylinders eat up a lor of 
power. Incidentally it should 
te noted that when too rich a 
mixture is being used, unusually 
heavy deposits of carbon result 
and quantities of soot are de- 
posited in the muffler, to cause 
further and cumulative waste 

ANOTHER LBAK. 

Another location to watch for 
power losses is the valve sys- 
tem. When the valves do not 
seat preperly, they permit pow- 
er to get away without contrib- 


uting anything to the actual 


— 


propulsion of the vehicle. For 
this reason the careful owner 
will take care to grind valves as 
they need it, even if the job ws 
not the most pleasant in the 
world. 

The gasoline that we are getting 
today is almost the same as the 
kerosene of yesterday. It is, 
comparatively speaking, a heavy 
fuel and for its efficient vapor- 
ization there is need of much 
heat. Most engines today sre 
provided with some means of 
conducting heat from the ex- 
haust to the inlet manifold, so 
that it will be applied to vapor- 
izing the fuel on its way to the 
combustion chamber. The car 
owner whose vehicle is not 
equipped in this way should cer- 
tainly have heating equipment 
installed. The cost is not great 
and it is impossible to get all 
the power out of present day 
fuel without the application of 
heat in some way. In this class 
of devices fall the “hot spots” 
of which we heard so much last 
winter; they are worth thelr 
cost in the improved operating 
conditions they induce. 


ENOUGH SAID. 


one of my readers, if he 
kfows anything about the car 
he drives, needs to be told that 
no matter what may be the con- 
ditions in the rest of the 
mechanism, efficient ignition is 
necessary if he is to get effi- 
clent. operation. The storage 
battery must be kept fully 
charged, the ignition unit and 
coil must be kept clean and all 
connections must be tight and 
clean. Uniess there is a good 
hot spark to fire the charge. the 
best carburetor in the world is 
only partly successful. 

But the owner's duty does not 
end = here. There are many 
other parts of the mechanism 
that are potential power 
wasters. For instance, the 
clutch, tf it slips or grabe, is a 
prodigious waster of power, If 
the wheels are allowed to get 
out of alignment, power is 
wasted in addition to the loss of 
good rubber tires, which are 
ground off in the dragging ac- 
tion thus set up. Brakes ad- 
justed too tightly will drag, and 
the friction thus set up in- 
evitably means power. 

Lubrication is a very itmpor- 
* tant matter in this campaign to 
reduce fuel losses. If all the va- 
rious parts of the mechanism 
are kept properly lubricated, ex- 
cessive friction will be obviated 
and power losses will be held at 
the minimum. 


REMEMBER THEM. 


All these various lessons must 
be taken to heart by the car 
owner who wants to do his pa- 
triotic duty by making every 
gallon of motor fuel deliver up 
its maximum of power. 

It has long been a habit with 
car owners to wash various 
small parts !n gasoline after 
they have been taken out of the 
mechanism for some purpose. 
Gasoline is used also for many 
cleaning operations on the car 
and in the garage generally. 
This must be stopped. Kerosene 
serves just as wel] for washing 
and cleaning purposes, costs 
less and has not the wide 
sphere of usefulness that gaso- 
line has.

Sept. 20.—In 
the interest of more efficient truck 
operation, the staff of the truck 
owners’ conference has departed 
from Chicago on a motor tour ex- 
tending from Coast to Coast during 
which conferences of truck oper- 
ators will be held In nineteen of the 
largest cities. Members of the 
highways Transport Committee 
were present at the departure in 
recognition of the splendid patri- 
otic work that is being conducted 
ky this organization. 

am each of these nineteen cities 
this staff is obligated to arrange a 
conference, open without charge to 
all truck owners and operators ,of 
these cities and the large surround- 
ing territories. This work of the 
truck owners’ conference is actively 
supported by the civic organizations 
of each conference city. 

In each State the Highways 
Transport Committee of the Council 
of National Defense will co-oper- 
ate with this national movement for 
greater efficiency in truck operation. 
The truck owners’ conference plans 
these educational meetings through- 
out the country for the benefit of 
both the large and small operators.

To thuse in 
need of physical exercise the garden 13 
profitable. To those in need of low-priced 
vexetables it is a delusion and a snare. 
To those who take pride and deep satis 
faction in eating the’ products of their 
own labor, it is a “satisfaction guaran: 
teed, but no money returned.” To the 
poorer classes, whose spare time is worth 
little and would otherwise be profit- 
ably employed, it is a boon. With free 
seeds and free plants, also water free or 
at balf usual rates, the wartime vegetable 
garden has provet for the present, at 
least, a “good thing.” As a permaneg® 
benefit we “hae our dgots.” Those who 
draw most heavily on the free ‘public 
supply, are, ike Oliver Twist, quickly 
back again, asking for more. 

One public-spirited woman who has 
labored hard and without compensation 
to wesist in this work says that the great 
number who responded to the offer of 
free seeds and plants proved appre-iation 
and subsequent benefit. The logic is 
poor. If the eity offered free beer at 9 
o'glock tomorrow morging there would be 
thousands in line at the opening hour, 
hundreds of times as many as ever called 
for free seeds in a day. A twelveinch 
pipe line to the brewery under high press- 
ure would not supply the demand. Ap 
preciation? Sure. Uenefit? Surely not. 
Some wonld drink who had not tasted 
beer for a month, a year; some who had 
never tasted It, and many who would not 
teste again: So it is with gardening. 
Many planted, but few reaped. Gardens 
bexun in enthusiasm in the spring were 
dried-up weed patches in times of harvest. 
The writer had one vacant lot plowed and 
harrowed, procured free water, personally 
delivered free seeds and plants te two 
parties who were to garden there, but 
nothing was ever planted. In a month all 
‘was Weeds again. A large percent. of 
supplies distributed were wasted. Hot 
weather brought on violent and incurable 
cases of “spring fever.” Some, in i917, 
procured potatoes and other supplies ond 
promptly ate them up. So it was with 
dried beans where but a single pound 
was issued to each applicant. Five in one 
family each called for supplies of po 
tatoes, and none were planted. Pic- 
titions mames and addresses were siven 
by many Much of the funds was ex- 
peaded for help and altogether little per- 
manent benefit accrued from the larse 
amount appropriated. The last. or 
_ 1918 fund of $200 appropriated by the 
{ity Council of Los Angeles was well 
spent and the seeds and plants distributed 
» im an ideal manner. without cost. Yet the 
writer doubts if the investment paid tn 
actual profits to the city as a whole. That 
permanent accrued none will 
deny. That it ix «a good use of public 
fonds is a debatable question. Still, we 
would urge all to parden .

Enquirers constantly wish to know if 
specific named avocados have fruited as 
budded trees. There is no named variety 
known to the writer that has not fruited 
f-om bud. We cannot always tell you 
where such maj be found, but they are all 
growing somewhere in the South and all 
have fruited. Many of these are of little 
commercial value as compared with the 
best and should be forgotten. Sentiment 
clone keeps some sorts in the market and 
for that reason va should not be 
named for individuals. Neither Smith nor 
Jones Ukes to retire a fruit bearing his 
respective name so long as the tree may 
be sold at profit. Smith might, but Jones 
won't. therefore we like Smith the better. 


Summer Matilija Poppies. 

The writer has large plants of Matitija 
poppies that persist in sending up shoots 
from rvoning roots, where they were not 
desired. These shoots were persistently 
broken off or cut down with a hoe, until 
midsummer, when they were allowed to 
grow. The result has been Matilija pop- 
ples in bloom in August and September. 
It might prove of pecuniary benefit to the 
commercial florist to try such a scheme 
for midsummer flowers. That it would 
succeed there ts little doubt.

cushiony-cotton scale and the tiny oyster- 
shell scale. These trees are so thrifty 
under harsh conditions that all these had 
so far failed to work a noticeable change. 
but as a host plant on which to breed 
pests for all the garden it was a serious 
menace, not alone to one garden, but 
to the neighborhood. This coral tree was 
destroyed, all parts being carefully burned, 
for it alone carried the three pests named.

Just Jujubes.

Both 
tree and fruit are handsome, the former of 
much the same appearance as a young and 
slender weeping willow, yet still _more 
handsome and the leaves themselves more 
pendant or drooping. The fruits are 
known as jujubes or Japanese plums, the 
latter being a misnomer, for the plant or 
tree is not related to the plums but belongs 
to the eleagnus family, all the other mem- 
bers being ornamental only. Jujubes are

PRODUCES BANANAS 
OF REGULAR SIZE. 


By pinching off a third of the “fingers” 
when they reached the size of matches, Rev 
J. D. Wright of No. 206 Seventh street. Saw- 
telle, has developed matured bananas from 
a group of Costa Rica banana palms. 

Bending from the six stalks are four large 
bunches of bananas which wil! soon be 
ripe. The individual bananas are already 
nearly as large and plump as the ordinary 
imported fruit, having attained an average 


length of five and one-half inches, and a 
diameter of one and one-fourth inches. 
Rev. Mr. Wright believes that banana 


culture under his method of curtailine the 
size of the bunches may be made to pay in 
the regions near the Coast which are almost 
frostiess. 

The experimenter notices that the bunches 
which have partial shade, those nearest his 
house, are the best developed. Hence he 
suggests the planting of banana fronds be- 
tween the rows of walnut or other wide- 
spreading trees,

With 
the steady increase in strength of the Trac- 
tion Engine and |nmplement Dealers’ Associ- 
ation of Southern California, it is easy to 
see that the traction engine industry is 
ereating more interest: throughout the farm- 
ing section than any other excepting the 
business of making war. 


METHODS CHANGING. 


The traction engines of today are not only 
reducing the cost of products and increas- 
ing the profits of the farmer, but are in- 
creasing the production of food products 
on every farm where they are used. This 
means that tractors are a great factor in 
feeding our Allies. Another great feature 
of the tractor is that one man will operate 
the tractor where it takes from two to six 
men to do the same amount of work with 
stock. This gtves a great number of men to 
the government where they are needed to 
make up the fighting man power of the 
country. The tractor also saves the amount 


of foodstuffs ordinarily consumed hy stock. | 


Farming methods change the same as 
manufacturing methods and if the manufac- 


“rere tried to use 
they used ten years the coset of mane 
tacturing would be so high they could not 
compete at a profit and would soon be bank- 
rupt and close their doors. They maintain 
thelr factories by putting im modern ma- 
chinery, wherebg they can cut the cost of 
producing each article sufficiently to 
make the maghine pay for itself in one or 
two years time, and consider they are mak- 
ing good investments. By doing this they 


their output and reduce their cost. 


The farmer of today must run his farm 
on the sdme basis as the manufacturer runs 
his factory. He must increase the efficiency 
of his labor, lower the cost, and incease 
the production; otherwise, he is like the man 
who runs a factory with old machinery. He 
is either at a standstill or going backward. 


A good percentage of our farmers today 
are college men and keep as correct a set 
of books as our factories. Most of them 
see the necessity for modern power farming 
and, if they have not already adopted it. 
intend to do so. At that, only a small per- 
centage of all the farmers are actually 
using tractors at the present time. The at- 
tendance at the various demonstrations, 
however, shows that an increasing percent- 
age of the Southern California farmers are 
P strongly figuring on replacing “Old Dobbin” 
by the modern steel horse, as they readily 
see they cannot operate their food factory 
at a sufficient profit unless they do use mod- 
ern machinery.

what is popularly called “New Thought.” 

It ig not really new thought, but very old 
thought. We do not say this to decry it, for 
there is much good in it. However, the 
fact remains that it is older than Socrates, 
which is a strong point in its favor. IH 
there were not so much good in it, it would 
not have endured through the centuries a4 
has done. 

advocates and professors of New Thought 
ie that they are prone to festoon the idea 
and to elaborate it to an extent that 
amounts almost to camouflage. But, per- 
haps this is a small fault, after all, and 
hardly worth mentioning. 

The centra) idea of this philosophy—a 
very old yet ever new idea-—is that every 
man's mind is his kingdom, over which he 
has been given the will to rule if he so 
elects. 


He can be an absolute ruler in his king- 
dom—an autocrat, if you please; or he may 
be a vacillating ruler, forever temporizing 
with his kingdom's foes, running away from 
them, or perhaps making pitiable and un- 
necessary surrender. 

Now, in this wonderful philosophy the 
first thing for a man to grasp is that he has 
a kingdom, namely, his mind. This is so 
simple a thought that any man should be 
able to fully lay hold of it. The next thing 
to grasp—and it is quite as simple as the 
first—is that he can rule that kingdom 
against all onslaughts, or he can surrender 
it to his enemies. 


The third fact to realize is that your 
kingdom has many enemies, but that there 
are only two chief enemies who are really 
strong. And the names of these are Fear 
and Sin. If you can conquer these two, 
shutting them out from your kingdom and 
never permitting them to enter within its 
borders, all the others will become futile 
and stand stripped of the power for harm. 

The main flaw we have noted in the New 
Thought is in regard to its conception of 
Fear. It seems to contend that if Fear be 
conquered all physical and mental suf- 
fering will vanish. We do not think this is 
true. Nor is it necessary for it to be true. 

Suppose physical and mental suffering 
should enter your kingdom. Let them 
come. If you have done everything wise 
and possible to keep them out, you have 
done all that angels could do. But the 
thing is not to fear them. They can be 
borne, and often borne with great benefit 
They really cannot harm you if you do not 
fear them. 

As to the necessity of shutting Sin out 
from the kingdom, all agree. You rule 
your kingdom, but you are, in turn, subject 
to another Ruler. You are a king, but there 
is a High King over you--the King of 
Kings. And you cannot have His help and 
His protection against your enemiés if you 
harbor Sin in your kingdom. The High 
King will not accept suserainty over you.

This alone indicates that 
it was not made in Germany, and that the 
signature upon it is not that of the Kalser. 
The value of this bond is based upon the 
wealth, brains and muscle of the most pros- 


perous section of God's green earth 
on the honor of the United States, which 
has never been questioned. It is the sig- 
natures upon the bond that make up its 
value, and also the fact that the paper, ink 
and engraving are such that they cannot be 
counterfeited. | 


The Bond Originates in Europe, 
Where it Will Return. 


AKE first the paper and see how it is 

made. Its adventures begin in widely 
separated parts of the earth. The most of 
it originates in the flax fields of Europe, and 
it comes to this country in pure linen rags. 
It has already served its first purpose in the 
shape of handkerchiefs, tablecloths, lingerie 
and dresses of one kind or another, and it is 
are refuse that it is shipped across the ocean 
and sent to a nest in the Berkshire bills of 
Massachusetts where the paper is made. It 
is manufactured in mills which do no other 
business. The owners have to give a large 
bond, and the making of this paper for any 
other use than that of the United States is 
considered a crime equal to counterfeiting. 


When the rags reach the mill they are cut 
into bits by women skilled at the trade. The 
women use scythelike knives and the rags 
are chopped fine. They are next disinfected, 
them bleached by the use of chloride of lime, 
and then mixed with the purest spring wa- 
ter, which comes from an artesian well far 
back in the hills. This well is said to have 
the best paper-making water on earth. It 
was bored for the purpose, and it is guarded 
from contamination, the water being carried 
in underground pipes to the mill. 


As it flows through the macerated white 
rags the water churns the fibers until they 
are reduced to a pulp which looks like 
whipped cream or that in a freezer just be- 
tore freezing. It seems clean enough to eat, 
end you feel like dipping up a spoonful an‘ 
taking a taste. The pulp contains absolutely 
nothing but the linen and this purest spring 
water. It is now ready to be dropped on 
the rolls, from which it comes forth as white 
paper. 


How the Paper is Made I mpos- 
sifle to Counterfeit. 


HERE is,- however, an important process 
that has to be added, in order to make 

the paper impossible to counterfeit. This is 
introducing the little silk threads which run 
here and there through it. If you will look 
carefully at a bond you will see that there 
are lines of fine red and blue silk threads 
scattered here and there over it, and that 
these threads go through the signature and 
the chief parts of the engraving. The 
thread comes from Japan. It is made there 
by silk worms which are fed on mulberry 
leaves, and which spin the cocoons from 
which raw silk is made. This silk is twisted 
into a very thin thread, in which form it 
comes to the government mill. It is there 


spread on the rolls, and that ip such a way 


any other method than that used 
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and it is then cut into the sheets used for 
‘printing the bobnds. Such sheet is large 
enough for six bonds. These sheets are 
packed up in pine boxes, firmly fastened and 
bound around with wire. Each box contains 
just 10,000 sheets and its weight is 600 
pounds. When packed it is sent by guarded 
express to the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing at Washington, and there stored 
away in the vaults until used. 


The paper is counted before it leaves the 
mills of Massachusetts, and it is inspected 
and counted again at the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing when it is taken out of the 
boxes. It comes in sealed packages of 100, 
000 sheets. Every package is looked over, 
and every bad sheet taken out and sent back 
to the mills. Only the amount to be used 


for the day is issued each morning, the 
sheets being counted as they go out by 
women some of whom can handle as many 
as 100,000 sheets in a day. The counting 
is not done eg we count money, a bill at a 
time; but by running the fingers through the 
sheets taking five or ten at a time. The 
women’s hands seem to walk through the 
sheets, as it were. I asked one girl how 
many sheets she had counted that day up to 
the time of my visit. Her reply was 93,000.

In addition will be the new bonds 
needed for the conversion of one series to 
the others.. Unclé Sam gives out only new 
bonds, and the conversion of one loan for an- 
ether necessitates much sew printing.

prospect is that 20,000,000 bonds will be 
needed for this purpose alone. 


Done in Wall Street. 


ND now let us see how this bright white 

linen paper, peppered with silk, is 
turned into the securities we are all saving 
to buy. Every bond has to beewatered, but 
not in the way so common to Wall street. 
As the paper comes from the mill it is dry, 
crisp and hard. It has to be mellowed and 
softened and fitted for taking the ink. This 
is done by wetting the sheets in such a way 
that they retain just the right amount of 
moisture. The medium is cotton cloths 
dipped in water. A wet cloth is placed be 
tween every four or five sheets and 
paper with the wet cotton in it is laid up 
piles, which reach from the floor

, a machine which measures the exact 
hue and intensity of any color and expresses 
it im figures. For example, it is no longer 
necessary to call a certain red crimson, for 
the colorimeter shows that it is composed 
of eighty-five parts red, ten parts green and 
thirty-six parte blue, or, as expressed in the 
code of the colorimeter, RS5G10B36. In the 
same manner the figures R&5G40B8 repre- 
sent a very bright scarlet. 

As the appearance of a color is dependent 
upon the mature of the light, an artificial 
daylight is used with this machine. This is 
a 500-candle-power nitrogen-filled tungsten 
lamp, with a peculiar blue glass screen that 
converts the light into a pure white exactly 
like daylight. 


As to the printing itself, that is done 
much the same as the printing of bank notes. 
The bonds are run through small presets 
moved by electricity, each press being under 
the charge of an individual printer, who has 
two women to help him. The plate is frst 
inked by a roller, from which it moves by 
machinery to the bare-armed printer, who 
rubs off the surface with his hands, leaving 
just enough ink for the impression. After 
this the plate slides on to the feeder, a 
woman, who puts in the paper, and, after the 
printing, goes to another woman, who takes 
ft of. From this it will be seen that every 
bend has to be handled again and again oy, 
the employees in the process of making, and 
at the end of every single operation it i« 
counted and inspected to see that it is abso- 
lutely cofrect and in accordance with the 
government requirements. In the first place, 
the sheets are counted when they are issued. 
They are moistened and counted again when 
they go to the men who print the backs, 
each printer having his own count. After 
the backs are printed the sheets must be 
dried over night in the humidor or steam 
arying-room and then counted out to the 
printers who do the press work for the face 
of the bonds.

“Com pelled to subsist for ninety days on a 
diet of whole wheat and water, many of the 
crew of a long overdue British barkentine 
with a cargo of wheat, which arrived here 
from Australia, are under the care of physi- 
clans. The vessel was 188 days making a 
vayage which ordinarily takes from forty- 
two to seventy-five days. 

“Unfavorable winds, it was stated, caused 
the delay in passage. Owing to the delay the 
ship's food supplies ran out and only the 
wheat in the holds was available. From this, 
ground in a sausage machine, was made Hiour 
for bread. The unsatisfactory bread caused 
an epidemic of acurvy.” 

The whole wheat bread was not “unsatis- 
factory,” and.did not cause the trouble. On 
the contrary, had they been forced to live 
for a similar period exclusively on refined 
white flour, a starvation food, they would 
have been in a much worse condition. and 
many of them would have died. What they 
lacked was raw green stuff, or fresh fruit, 
containing the necessary potassium salts. 

On a diet of whole wheat and raw green 
stuff men could live and maintain health for 


an indefinite period.

( OBSERVING THE STARS BY DAY. ) 


OT only have the astronomers devised 
N a means whereby they may observe 

the stars in the daytime, but any one 
may, if he choose, see them at such time if 
he will go to the trouble to do so. At the 


* bottom of a deep well an observer on look 


ing up will see the stars if the sky is clear 
and the sun does not happen to be shining 
directly into the well. 

Why cannot the stars be seen from the 
surface of the grodnd in the dayth ie? They 
certainly give forth their usual a sount of 
light, and it will be remembered that the 
moon is frequently seen during the day. 
The question resolves itself Into the capacity 
of the human eye. During the day the sun 
shines on particles suspended in the atmos 


_ phere, and on the atmophere itself, end its 


rays are reflected in every direction from 


lit 


the different particles. We thus have: dif- 
light, by means of which one can see 
o ts not directly in the sunlight. If it 
were not for this diffusion of light, or ir- 
regular refraction, as it is called, we could 
not possibly see anything not in the direct 
sunlight. Now these rays irregularly re- 
fiected enter the eye in enormous numbers, 
so the intensity is comparatively great with 
starlight. But to a person in a deep well or 
mine shaft only the perpendicularly reflected 
rays enter the eye, and from only those par- 
ticles directly over the mouth of the shaft. 
Thus comparatively little light enters the 
eye, and any starlight that comes down at 
that time is easily perceived and the pres- 
ence of the star ‘s recognised. 
The astron> er applies this rule to his 
telescope and pluces long black tubes, called 
shields, on the end of his glass.

MOVEMENT to settle returned sol- 
@iere on the land is now under way 
in America, England and France. It 
is of the highest importance. It will 
benefit not only the returned men but also 
society. It is said that 80 per cent. of the 
soldiers wish to go back to the land, when 
the war is over. 

Most of our social troubles come from 
congestion of population in large cities. You 
don’t hear much of social unrest among the 
tillers of the soil. 

That country is the happiest and most 
truly prosperous, not where there are the 
most factories, but where there is the 
largest proportion of population owning a 
small piece of land. 

Were it not for constant recruiting from 
‘the land our city populations would die out 
of dry rot. It is only two generations from 
the plow to paresis. 

It is an alarming fact that already more 
than half the farmérs of this country, are 
tenants. We are rapidly drifting toward 
tenant farming and a “peasantry.” 


Enthusiastic subdividers have told us 
much about “An Acre and Liberty.” This is 
misleading, but has a is of solid truth.

even if he only makes a bare living, is a 
prince, compared to the mechanic who toils 
in a factory for $5 a day. 

And he probably has as much cash as the 
factory hand at the end of the year. 

He has no re’: or car fare to pay, and 
his time is his own, to dispose of ase he 
pleases 

His children are a hely and a blessing in- 
stead of a burden 

His work is healthful and his sleep 
peaceful. 

Do not, however, nurse any dream about 
sitting on a porch and watching things 
grow.

Unfortunately many American farmers 
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The Necessary Appendix. 

SI HAVE heretofore said, the appendix 

is @ mecessary organ of the body, 
placed there by nature, for the purpose of 
lubricating the lower bowel. Removal of 
the appendix is always followed-by chronic 
constipation, varied occasionally by diar- 
rhea. 

I have also shown that what is called ap- 
pendicitis ig usually infammation of the 
bowel, due to foulness of the colon, and due 
to dietetic errors. In many operations for 
appendicitis the appendix is not even in- 
volved. 

So flagrant has become the menace of un- 
necessary and harmful operations for appen- 
dicitis that at least one State has passed a 
law providing that whén an operation for ap- 
pendicitis is performed the operating physi- 
cian must produce the appendix. 

Even when an appendix is badly in- 
flammed and full of pus, if the patient is 
treated in a natural way, the matter will 
discharge through the gut. 

These facts are beginning to be admitted 
by an increasing number of physicians who 
are sufficiently independent, politically and 
financially, to be able to talk out without in- 
viting disaster. 

In “Good Health” J. H. Kellogg, M.D., 
head of the great Battle Creek Sanitarium, 
a strictly “ethical” physician and a skillful 
surgeon says: 

“The appendix vermiform is a much vitu 
perated organ. There is probably no organ 
in the body which has so often been falsely 
accused as being a trouble breeder. 

“First of all, the appendix has been ac 
cused of being a useless organ, the vestige 
of some ancient primitive state of develop- 
ment which has been retained to our disad- 
vantage, and which will doubtléss ultimately 
be eliminated by evolutionary processes. 

“The appendix is often diseased, but prob- 
ably its disorders, even acute affections, are 
secondary rather than primary. The infec- 
tion begins in the colon and extends into the 
appendix. Hence, the removal of the appen- 
dix very often leaves the patient no better 
off than before, sinte the real cause has not 


been reached. There is perhaps no other mov 


serious operation the results of which are 
so often disappointing, as the operation for 
the removal of the appendiy for the relief of 
so-cal'ed chronic appendic. . 

“The appendix is really a useful organ. 
This was proven by MacEwen of Edinburgh 
years ago. Its function is to secrete a lu- 
bricating mucus which is poured into the in- 
testinal tract at the point where it is most 
needed. 

“People who have had the appendix re- 
moved are almost uniformly constipated In 
many cases, constipation existed before the 
operation as well as after, but, if there is 
any change in relation to constipation after 
the operation, it is usually for the worse. 

“Hence, the practice of some surgeons to 
remove the appendix whenever opportunity 
offers, even when it gives no evidence of 
disease, is to be deprecated. Such surgery 
is unscientific and may do harm by depriving 
the body of an important lubricating device 
which is necessary as a means of facilitating 
bowel action. If the appendix could speak, 
ii would probably make a bitter complaint 
-of the assaults that have been made upon it.” 

Again, In her recently published book 
“The Triangle of Life,” Dr. Alma C. Arnold 
writes: 

“How any physician can have the nerve to 
advocate the excision of an organ that he 
knows to be a valuble factor in the lubrica- 
tion of the large colon is beyond me. I could 
understand his theory if it were theory only. 
But I dare any surgeon to show me a case of 
appendicitis where the stomach, duodenum, 
jejunum and smal] intestines were in good 
condition.

Hagood took his place beside Joffre on the 
platform, he wag quite unknown to the aud- 
ence.

In 
June, 1917, we had 6000 heavy guxs, all of 
them modern During our spring offensive 
fin 1917, we bad roughly one heavy gun ‘or 
every twen:7 six meters of front.

“In August. 1914, we were making 12,000 
shells for the .75’s per day, now we are 
making 250.000 shel's for the .75’s and 100, 
000 shells for the heavy guns per day.
